Wnfeeling Husband and Father Ar- 
rested, Wife and Children Housed

Henry Koellman, a blacksmith, residing 
at 1710 North Fourteenth street, was found 
Guilty and fined $0 in Judge Stevenson's 
court Wednesday on a charge of assault, ; 
the evidence in which brought out a story 
of shocking brutality. 

Tuesday night, according to his wife's 
testimony, Koellman, after beating her, 
kicked her out of doors, and, one by one, 
threw eir five young children, ranging 
from 4 to 11 years of age, after her. Then 
he locked and barred the doors and fastened 
the windows. 

The rain was coming down in torrents, 
the streets were wet and muddy, the cold 
wind bidw through the thin clothing of the 
children, and they cried and sobbed as 
they cowered on the doorsteps, while the 
wife and mother begged the man to have 
mercy and to at least jet the little ones go 
to their warm beds. q 

But no response came from the unfeeling 
father. He had gone to bed, and, as the 
sequel showed, to sleep as calmly as though 
he was at peace with all the world. 

Despairing of softening his heart, and 
fearful of the results to the children of 
the unfortunate woman, with 
the crying children clinging to her skirts, 
start to the house of a friend to ask for 
shelter. On the way she met Patrolman 
Maloney of the Fifth District and told 
him her story. The officer made her go 

to her home with him. Repeated 
ockings at the door failing to bring any 
nse, Maloney broke it in and entered. 


e found Koellman in bed, soundly 
sleeping. 

The officer woke him with no gentle 
hand 


He dressed trem- 

ingly. and had nothing to say. The offi- 
eer told Mrs. Koellman that she and the 
children could retire with no fear of being 
disturbed, and he took Koellman to the 
station, where he was locked up. 

Contrary to the usual result in wife bea(- 
ing cases, Mrs. Koellman made no attempt 
to shield him in the Police Court. She said 
she had .suffered often at his hands, and 
had forgiven him when he professed repen- 
tance, but when he turned his children out 
of, doors in the rain at night, her patience 
was exhausted. 

She said that Tuesday night’s assault was 
entirely unprovoked. She asked him a civil 
question. For answer he said she was im- 
pcent then hé struck her, kicked her and 

hrew her and the children out. 

Koellman at first said that his wife had 
voluntarily left the house and had taken 
the children with her. On cross-examina- 
tion he me confused and finally in a 
sullen manner he admitted his guilt. _

Damage at Pittsburg as Great 
as In ’84 Is Feared. 


NO LOSS OF LIFE SO FAR. 


RIVERS ARE STILL RISING, HOW- 
EVER, AND LARGER LOSSES 
APPEAR CERTAIN. 


TOWNS IN OHIO ALSO SUFFER. 


Thousands of Acres Are Under Water 
in Illinois and Large Fields of 
Wheat Have Been 
Washed Out.

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 23.—The Alleghe- 
ny and Monongahela Rivers will in all prob- 
ability reach a stage of 30 feet of water to- 
night. Tremendous rains fell gt all points in 
the two upper valleys last night, and the 
water is rushing towards Pittsburg at a 
rapid rate. At 1i a. m., the Monongahela 
marked headwater at a stage of 26 feet, and 
the river is rising about 3 inches an hour. 
The following districts are already flooded: 
Allegheney, south of Robinson street and 
South avenue; River avenue*tand Upper 
Robinson street and the upper districts 
traversed by the Pittsburg & Western Rall- 
road; the lower bottoms of Wood's Run; 
lower districts of Saw-mill Run, lower d:s- 
tricts of McKee’s Rocks and Esplenbor- 
ough and all the low lands between the 
Davis Island dam and Beaver; Sharpsburg 
and Millvale districts and the lower dis- 
tricts of the upper end of yowen greet 4 and 
Pittsburg on the Allegheny River, inciuding 
the Allegheny Rairoad track in the vicinity 
of Kelley Station. 
The reports from the upper river sta- 
tions in reference to the rainfall received 
by the Pittsburg Weather Bureau show 
that from one-half to nearly three inches 
of rain fell at different headwater points 
during the night. 
Great damage is reported, and fears are 
entertained that the flowd will be as great 
as in 1884. About 5 o'clock this morning 
there was a sudden rise in the Allegheny 
River and a clean sweep was made on the 
Allegheny side between Chestnut street and 
the railroad bridge. All coal boats, shanty 
boats, rafts and everything afloat were 
swept away, wrecked or sunk, entailing a 
loss of many thousands of dollars. 
While no lives were lost, there were many 
narrow escapes from drowning. 
‘The heavy rains have caused many land- 
slides and washouts on the railroads and 
the through service west of this city Is 
badly delayed. 
At Carbon, Pa., a Pittsburg & Western 
freight train went through bridge, weak- 
en by the floods. Engineer Lake was 
killed and Fireman Bradley fatally hurt.

The New Hampshire Senator has just returned from Cuba, and his speech, followin 
closely upon that of Senator Proctor, produced a decided impression. 

The Senator declared that the conflict in Cuba is a war of starvation and extermination— 
“a war more cruel than the world has ever known.” “Matanzas,” he said, “is literally a place of 


beggary and death.” 


He stated that the Red Cross is in possession of facts to show that 425,000 Cubans have died 
from Spanish cruelty and that 200.000 more must surely perish. 


The Senator concluded with these words: 


“Religion and humanity alike demand that this unholy war shall cease, and cease it should, | 
even though the glitter and glamor of military rnle shall end and a decaying and dissolute throne 


shall pass away, never to return.” : 

In opening his omy Mr. Gallinger said that, after the 
calm, dispassionate and touching statement concerning Cuba, 
made in the Senate recently by Mr. Proctor of Vermont, it 
might be well for him to remain silent, but, ylelding to the 
desire expressed by many of his colleagues, he had consented 


to give a plain recital of some of his observations on that | 


“unhappy island.’ He referred to the efforts made by the 
Cubans in 1829, in 1844, in 1848, in 1850, in 1851, in 1868, and 
again in 1895, to break the chains that bound them to Spain, 
in order that they might establish for themselves a free gov- 
ernment “upon the soil that was rightly theirs.”’ 

Save the last, all these efforts have ended in failure. 
failure is history and need not be recounted. 

Mr. Gallinger then detailed some of the events leading up to 
his arrival in Cuba and of his reception by Consul General 
Lee. “Gen. Lee,” said he, “is deserving of the highest possi- 
ble praise for the manner in which he carries himself in Ha- 
vana. Cool and fearless in the midst of difficulties and dan- 
gers, he never loses sight of the fact that he is an American 
citizen, nor is he unmindful of the tremendous responsibilities 
and duties of his position." :

“The war in Cuba, however,” he said, “is a war of starva- 
tion and extermination—a war more cruel than the world 
has ever known. 

“The scenes in the streets of Havana are harrowing be- 
yond description. People in want and suffering are every- 
where seen, and walking skeletons meet one on every hand. 
Naked children, emaciated and ragged women and diseased 
and starving men throng the streets, the hotel lobbies and 
every place of public resort. It is a terrible sight—one thut 
sickens the heart and quickens every impulse of human sym- 
pathy and love.” : 

Under the very shadow of cathedrals and churches, where 
Spain's authority is absolutely unquestioned, the most horri- 
ble conditions are conceded to exist. Many have refused to 
believe that a great government was waging a war of ex- 
termination instead of a war of honor, yet such is an absolute 
fact. A visit was paid to the orphanage, which is now under 
the care of Miss Clara Barton. It contains now about 560 chil- 
dren, almost every one of whom is a victim of starvation. Dr. 
Lesser, one of Miss Barton's essistants, has had experience in 
the Armenian and India famines, but he declares that the 
famine in Cuba is worse than that in Armenia, and pictures 
he drew of the terrible suffering and starvation in the island 
more than confirm all that has been written upon the subject. 

A detailed story of a visit to Los Focas, the place where the 
reconcentrados daily assemble to get food, was also given. A 
few weeks ago when Miss Barton discovered the place there 
were 645 people lying on the floors, many of them entirely 
nude and all suffering the pangs of starvation. Much has been 
done by the Red Cross Society to alleviate the condition of 
‘those who still remain, but soores of men, women and chil- 
dren are yet there, gaunt and bony, almost as a skeleton, 
many of them covered with sores directly traceable to insuf- 
ficient food. “What a chapter of horrors and death is that. 
And still the tragedy goes on. How much longer it shall con. 
tinue largely depends upon the forebearance of a great peo- 
ple, who through suffering and sorrow, achieved their own in- 
dependence, and whose sympathies have always gone out to 


the oppressed of al) nations.” 


MATANZAS A PLACE 
OF BEGGARY AND DEATH. 
A vivid picture was then drawn by Mr. Gallinger of a trip 
to the City of Matanzas. All along the route were wretched 
in rags, but not until the city was reached was the 
full extent of the suffering realized. “It occurred to me, as I 
looked upon the scenes of suffering and horrors, that the Cuban 
reconcentrados might well have adopted the words of Dante, 
"Who enters here leaves hope behind,’ when they were driven 
from the flelds and herded like cattle fn the cities and towns 
of thie fertile land. The truth is that Weyler devised a scheme 
of guffering and sorrow that put Dante’s ‘Inferno’ to 
converted a contented, prosperous people into a 
d of sufferi starving unfortunates. Matanzas is liter- 
lly a place of beggary and death. Never before did my eyes 
old such suffering, and never again do I expect to see such 
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prevailing in Cuba, the direct result of Spain’s

clety, who had visited one of the hospitals two weeks before, 
were almost overcome upon discovering that nearly every 
one of the inmates at that time had since died. Their poverty, 
sorrow and suffering were depicted in their worst forms, chil- | 
dren, gaunt in face, but with abdomen and Iimbs_ terribly 
swollen, women in the last stage of emaciation and men there 
were rapidly drifting to death. “If there was food in these hos- 
pitals,” said Mr. Gallinger, “I did not discover it, neither 
were there signs of medicine or of proper nursing and care.” 

The Governor of Matanzas informed Mr. Gallinger that the 
first day he occupied the palace 15 persons had died in the 
courtyard. He said further that in the city 1200 had died in 
November, 1200 in December, 700 in January and 500 in Feb- 
ruary. The death rate was decreasing, simply because the 
reconcentrados by death were becoming fewer. ‘The number

of people who have starved in Cuba will never be definitely 
known. It is estimated that 800,000 were driven from their ; 
homes into the cities and towns. I had it from Spanish au-| 
thority that, according to their figures, 225,000 already have 
perished, but it is said that the Red Cross Society is in pos- 
session of figures showing that 425,000 Cubans died as a result 
of Spanish cruelty from starvation and that 200,000 more must 
inevitably die. 


THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT 


: CAPABLE OF ANY CRIME. 


“I have been asked many times, What of the Maine? I do 
not know. This, however, I do know: A government that 
will deliberately starve 400,000 of its own people will do pretty 
much anything. If the ship was blown up from the outside, 
what should our Government do? Perhaps I should forbear 
to discuss that question now, but this I will venture to say: 
Human life purposely taken cannot be paid for in gold or 
silver. Mark my words, ‘Purposely taken,’ and if it shall ap- 
pear that such was the fate of 250 brave American sailors then 
Heaven pity the guilty parties. It wilf not be a question for 
arbitration, but a question involving the dignity and honor) 
of this great republic.” 


Mr. Gallinger said there was little real loyalty to Spair in' 
Cuba, as would be demonstrated when the hour of trial should 
come. He did not believe that Spain could subdue the insur- | 
gents. The Cubans had been cppressed so long that they pre- | 
ferred death to continued Spanish rule. 


Discussing the subject of Spanish rule, Mr. Gallinger re- 
ferred to the matter of taxation. In addition t> all dircct 
and indirect taxes on real estate, there is a tax on “very door, 
every window and every chimney in every house, on every 
letter in every business sign, and on every name on every hotel 
register. Licenses are required to build houses and to paint 
houses. There is a tax on food animals as a whole and spe- 
cial taxes on the horns, the hoofs and the hide. In addition 
to all this, the interest on the debt is a tremendcus burden, 
the salaries of the Spanish officials are beyond all reason and 
the amount of money wrung from the Cubans to keep the 
Madrid Government from complete insolvency is simply euor- 
mous. “No people on the face of the earth have been so op. 
pressed, the Treasury of Spain being literally supplied from 
the revenues extorted from Cuba and the Philippine Islands. 

“Our forefathers went to war because the mothe- country 
put a tax on tea. Cuba has 10,000 more reasons than we had 
for rebellion and she deserves the sympathy and help of every 
true American. 

“Fortunately, the people of this great Republic are thor- 
oughly aroused to the situation, and the great heart of the 
American populace is in full sympathy with Cuba. Religion 
and humanity alike demand that this unholy war shall cease 
and cease jt should, even though the glitter and glamor of 
military rule shall end and ‘a decaying and dissolite throne 
shall pass away, never to return.” : 
‘ Ag to what should be done, Mr. Gallinger felt that sooner or 
later this Government would of necessity absorb Cuba, but if 
annexation cannot now be accomplished, let independence 
speedily come. “American interests in Cuba,” said he, in con- 
clusion, “have already suffered enough. We have patrolled 
our coast In the interest of Spain as long as we should and 
we have spent quite too much money in protecting our peo- 
ple from epidemic diseases coming to our shores because of 
the unsanitary condition of the harbor and city of Havana.

Valentine Stocke, Pres'dent of the St. 
Louis Of] Co., said Wednesday that the 
fight was being made principally upon him 
by allied Standard interests. 

“It is a war of extermination,” said Mr. 
Stocke, “‘but if they give o!l away I will 
meet them there, as at every other point. 
“The Waters-Pierce Co. is, of course, 
doing ‘the open fighting. The other two 
handlers of bulk oil, the International and 
Scofield, Schurmer & Teagel, are secretly 
helping them. Mr. Pierce told me that his 
concern had purchased the International, 
and for the second concern it is only neces- 
sary to say, to. show how they stand, t 
tHey are all Eastern poop and M 
Es is the sister of Mrs. John D, Rocke- 
eller. - 

“The four of us are the only companies 
running tank wagons, and the fight is be- 
tween us, rather than the other three 
against me. 

“The firat cut in price of all.was made 
three years ago, when I started my wagon. 
It was then ll cents. There has been a 
steady decline ‘o 3% cents, and I 
it will go lower. I have been in St. 
ease 1851 and propose staying in business 
ere.”’ 
H. C. Grenner, President of the Interna- 
tional Oil] Company, was not disposed to 
a so serious a view of the situation. He 
said: 

“You can state positively that there is 
not a war on among St. Louis oil dealers. 
While it is true that prices are away down 
that fact can only he ascribed to trade con- 
ditions. Quotations on petroleum, as pub- 
lished in the daily stock reports, stow low 
figures, and retail prices must necessariiy 
be governed accordingly. In the end the 
public is benefited and I do not see why 
it should object.

~~ showed 28 degrees Wednesday morning, 
a drop of 42 degrees since 1 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon. During the night it was clear 
and cold, the stiff wind which swept over 
St. Louis drying the heavy rain which fell 
a few hours before. About 4 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning the snow began descending in 
fine particles plentifully mixed with sleet. 
As daylight came on and the tempé@rature 
rose slightly, the sleet disappeared and St. 
Louis was left in the midst of a steady 
Flakes were large and 
moist and clung to one’s clothing most 
disagreeably. On the sidewalk they mented 
nearly as rapidly as they fell, except on the 
streets where travel was light. On such 
thoroughfares the snow piled up into a 
thick mushy paste, rendering walking diffi- 
cult as well as unpleasant. 

Street car traffic was not disturbed al- 
though during the rush hours of the early 
morning travelers were considerably incon- 
venienced by the overcrowded coaches.
